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At the beginning of this week students read the seeming- 
ly innocent notice in the Daily Bulletin that all students must 
pay a $100 fee prior to the second' semester registration, the 
first week in December. Without any advance notice, the 
Business Office took it upon thertiselves to demand this, leav- 
ing students less than a month to find that amount. Surely 
few students object to the $25 pre-registration fee for the first 
semester, and probably few would, object to this new require- 
ment; but to do this without any advance notice or explana- 
tion seems unreasonable. 

Fr. Wellman admits that this is a drastic policy change, 
but says it is definitely needed to assure the college that all 
students will be paying their tuition prior to the end of the 
semester. Hence the additional ^quirement that second se- 
mester tuition must be paid in full by January 15. It seems 
that at the end of last year the school was left with $250,000 
in unpaid student accounts. This meant, then, that the school 
had to go into short-term borrowing at 10 percent interest to 
pay debts which were to be covered by tuition. 

Contrary to current rumor, ^however, Wellman further 
admits that this was not a deliberate attempt to take advan- 
tage of the students, and that this was an arbitrary decision
